New York, March 20.—Heidelbach 
Yekleheimer & Company have taken 
$525,000 in gold coin at the sub-treas- 
ury for shipment to Berlin. This 
makes a total, taken and requested, 
of $1,375,000. Superintendent Mason 
of the assav office will telegraph a re- 
quest for gold bars to Washington 
until2 re. m. This is in accordance 
with ordersfrom the Treasury De- 
partment. and believed for the par- 
pose of impeding shipment. An ans- 
wer is not expected until after bank- 
ing hours, and as supplementary 
mails on fast steamer close to-morrow, 
it will be difficult to take barsand get 
them to the steamer in the short time 
between the beginning of business 
and the hour for sailing to-morrow. 

Director of the mint Edward O. 
Leech, who is here on business, said 
in an interview in regard to the gold 
bar subject: ‘“‘I did not come with 
any definite purpose to ask the views 
of bankers on the subject at all, but 
being here I incidentally met bankers 
and business men with whom I was 
personally acquainted. I am _ satis- 
fied the gold bar policy is a good one 
and that it will be commended by the 
people of the country, and by bankers 
and business men generally.’’ With 
whom did you converse about it, he 
was asked. ‘‘With all the leading 
bank presidents. Views of leading 
merchants and bankers in regard to 
the policy of the administration in 
declining to furnish shippers of gold 
with fine gold bars for shipment 
abroad I ascertained incidentally, and 
I have found that sentiment univer- 
sally is that the government acted 
wisely in this decision.’’ 

In reply to other inquiries, Leach 
said: ‘*‘This proposition to decline to 
exchange gold bars for gold coin has 
has been a favorite proj ct of mine 
for some time; indeed, every since I 
have been Director of the Mint. I 
found on the statute books a law en- 
acted in 1882 which authorized the 
Superintendent of the Mint to give 
gold bars in exchange fcr gold coin of 
equal value. The late Secretary of 
Treasury Windom and myself were 
disposed that the law intended to give 
the department discretion, but upon 
submitting the matter to the Attorney 
General, he held that the statute was 
mandatory and that we could not de- 
cline to exchange gold bars for gold 
coin. Nor-could we make any charge 
for such exchange. «The result was 
the Treasury Department was utterly 
helpless in the matter of gold ship- 
ments. Upon the recommendation of 
the late Secretary and myself, Con- 
yress amended the law at its last ses- 
sion by making the exchange discre- 
tionary with the Secretary and allow- } 
ing an imposition of a charge equal to 
the cost of manufacturing bara. On 
Tuesday last I was notified by the Su- 
perintendent of the Assay Office in 
New York that $1,000,000 was wanted 
in gold bars for shipment. Exchange

a genuine exchange movement,

than to bodily ship gold at that rate 
of exchange.

But that it is a Stan- 
ford Legislature negatives the idea 
that it would ir carnest give any 
company the right to build a rival 
railroad to one of Stanford’s rail- 
roads which had the means or 
could get the means to build such 
a railroad.”
